Prof. Maver has an _ international 
reputation as a-scholar. He has made 
many trips through the west and has 
been engaged eeroesly by the great 
London trade body in securing infor- 
mation upon which the huge merean- 
tile establishments hayinz membership 
in the board determine the extent of 
their operations in the Canadian 
Northwest. 

Touching on the Barr colony Pro- 
fessor Mavor said that they had been 
located in Canada but one year and 
therefore could scarcely be said te 
have had an opportunity to develop 
as farmers. They had made some pro- 
gress, but it-was his candid opinion 
that mans members of that colony 
were not suitable to colonial condi-= 
tions. 

The Doukhobors and Galicians he 
had found most prosperous. They were 
a. people whose previous experience 
fitted them better for the farm work 
of the Northwest than the Barr col- 
onists. This might account for the 
difference in the way in which these 
different colonists thrive.

Northwest, on the other 
hand, be can not only secure a farm 
on very easy terms, but his first crop 
wiil pay for his land. In illustration 
of this statement, Mr. March men- 
tioned that aroundd Newdale, where 
600,000 bushels of oats were grown 
last year, that the average oat yield 
is 75 bushels to the acre and that as 
high as 125 bushels have been secured. 
Some of the white oats weigh forty- 
six pounds to the bushel, and black 
ozts forty-four pounds. The prices re- 
ceived by the farmers ranged from 25 
cents to 35 cents a bushel, so that a 
farmer who bought a quarter section 
of land around $12 an acre and seeded 
100 acres would more than pay for 
his farm in one crop. 

“There is no other country in the 
world where he can do this,” said Mr. 
March, “but the trouble is to get the 
farmer in the States to assimilate 
these facts. When he does seize them 
he will lose no time in crossing the 
boundary.” 

“Then you do not think ten or 
tweive dollars an acre appreaches the 
maximum price ?” 

“I should say not. The chances for 
making money in farm lands are just 
as good to-day as they were three or 
four years ago and the man who ob- 
jects piying the current prices for 
land will be kicking himself five years 
hence. He is on a par with the man 
who. four years ago refused to buy 
present $12 lands at s3.”

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Why 


Bobrikoff Was Assassin- 
ated 


Mail and Empire: 
Court Bobrikoff's death at the hand 
of w ‘Finnish patriot is the writing on 


the wall, and it is for the Czar to 


read. Finland has endured to the ut- 
termost the oppressions which her mas- 
sa has Inflicted on her with the sto- 
lidity of cattle. Have they reached the 
iimit of thelr endurance, and is the 
act of Schaumann the sign by which 
the world may know? Or is it the iso- 
fated act Of a mam of a “ifferent 
mould from his fellows? If the iatter 
be true, then Bobrikoff’s assassination 
wil: ‘be the worst thing that has hap- 
pened Finland since 1899; if not, the 
mame of Schaumann may rank in his- 
tory with that of John Sobieski. 

To uncerstand ihe events which have 
fed up to Bobrikoff’s assassination it 
is necessary to glance at a few, pages 
in Finland’s history. About the mid- 
die of the twelfth century the Swedes 
conquered the Finns, and from that 
date down to the middle of the eigh- 
teenth century Finland :was the scene 
of many fights between Russia and 
Sweden. As a result of one of ‘these 
wars a Considerable strip of Finnish 
territory was ~ceded fo Russia. Gus- 
tavus III., In 1787, made a determined 
effort Xo recapture what had been 
fost, but he failed, and 1808 saw a Rus- 
Sian invgsion from which Sweden was 
glad to escape, by surrendering the 
rest of Finland to the Bear. Then be- 
gan modern history for Finland. For 
780 ‘years this country had been part 
of Sweden, with the result that the 
Finns had become in every respect 
Swedes. Sweden’s cession of Finland 
was not That of a bird of prey which 
yields pn victim to a .pore powerful 
robber, but that of the hawk, which 
offers its young %to the eagle as the 
price of peace. 

Russia at once began the work of 
Russianizing these Swedes, and the 
first fptep was to make them Finns 
again. —Every inducement was offered 
them to study the language end revive 
the customs which had been theirs for 
centuries before, but this plan was a 
failure, and Swedes the Finns re- 
mained. -“Russ’a soon wearied of this 
subtle diplomacy and abandoned it al- 
together. If these Swedes would not 
become Finns, they should be made 
Russians at once. Under Alexander I., 
the Ozar of all the Russias at the time 
of the acquisition of Finland, the Finne 
were fuarantecd every iperty they 
had previously enjoyed. dow this. pro- 
mise was kept may ve judged from the 
fact that between 1809 and 1863 the 
Finnish Diet did not meet once. When 
after 64 years this Parliament did as- 
semble, the Emperor of Russia. irradi- 
ated promises for the future. The 
Diet was to be régularly convened, and 
many reforms were to be introduced. 
for some years the Diet met more fre- 
quently, but as “ts laws could not be- 
come operative without imperial sanc- 
tion its deliberations were of purely 
academic fterest, “for St. Petersburg 
refused to endorse the notes drawn by 
Helsingfors. ‘The most important of 
these ineffectual laws was that pass- 
ed in 1872, which declared for the lib- 
erty of the press. One rather smiics 
at the sublime gimplicity of the Diet, 
which expected Russia to encourage 
a free and outspoken press. 

The history of Finland, however, oi- 
fers new ‘proof of an astonishing fact. 
which has dumfounded students of 
political economy many times. A coun= 
try may have hardiy any liberty; its 
political affairs may be in a wretched 
condition, and yet it may fairly wal- 
Sow in prosperity. It may, in effect, be 
a Bort of Stirasbung goose. So it was 
with Winlan2. Despite Russian lyran- 
ny ind unfalthfuiness, the Finns grew 
fat. This was the signel for thelr un- 
doing. Other parts of the empire be- 
came jealcus, and in 1899 there began 
a eeries of attacks Sn Firland by the 
memi-official <cress of Russia. These 
journals persisted in regarding the 
Finns as pampered favorites, and sone 
iy Hemanded that any remaining pr 
yileges which they ‘posseased be revok- 
ed. So persistent and bitter did these 
assaults pecorne that the Finns were 
glermed and appealed to “the Czar, 
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who relleved their apprehension by 
ratifying the ancient constitution. So 
there fell a Ittle quict on Finlend, and 
the stout citizens breathed easier. 

Then came the bolt from the blue 
eky. In 1898 the Czar issued his fant 
ous dec‘aration, which at a stroke ren- 
dered the constitution sc much waste 
paper. The Diet was deprived of even 
such slender authority as it had wield- 
od. Phe Finns were ordered to quad- 
rupie the strength of their standing 
army, which hitherto had served only 
cn Finnish sotl. In the future these 
soldiers were to be like other Russian 
acldiers, Hable to duty anywhere. The 
term of enlistment was increased from 
three to five years, with -enerous ex- 
ceptions in the case of Finns who 
could read and write the Russian lIan- 
guage. In fhe midst of the conster- 
nation which followed this decree came 
ancther which made a knowleige of 
Russian obligatory for all Senators, 
Governors, Md higher officials. As a 
protest pne of the greatest petitions of 
modern times, signed not only by Finns 
but by famous scientists and literary 
mer in England, France aiid G2rmany, 
was presented at St. Petersburg, and 
coldly ignored. ~ : 

Then gicom settled down on Fin- 
land, and casting aside the last pre- 
tence, Russia began her work. Russian 
troozs by the thousand -vere poured 
into tthe province, vgile Finnish sol- 
diers were drafted to the other side of 
the huge empire. The cities became 
Russian garrison towns, and behind 
the troops marched the spies who 
spread over the tand and began their 
necessary work. Finnish patriots were 
seized and imprisoned on the slightest 
jpretext. Fair trials were heard of no 
more. In pone year the emigration in- 
creased ten-fold. A blight had fallen 
on the land. Only last year all tele- 
phone communication between Finland 
and Sweden was destroyed, and no dis- 
affected Finns were permitted to cross 
the border. The gates of escape were 
closed. The despatch from St. Peters- 
burg fells Kow. one rat has turned on 
his tormentora. 


The Dumping Penalty 


Winnipeg Comynercial: Some of the 
better informed business journals of 
the United States have already admit- 
ted that the new Canadian remedy for 
the dumping evil will prove to be an 
effective weapon and they seem to feel 
that the time is rapidiy approaching 
when some cf the selfishness and un- 
fairness of the present tariff of their 
own country will have to be weeded 
cut. Freedom of commerce, they now 
admit, is the ultimate goal towards 
which the world is working ita way, 
and the onward steps are being cClear- 
ly marked by just such enactments as 
the new Canadian penalty against 
dumping.
